*28,073,OOO In New York Seat*. 
Assistant Secretary Vrooman of the 


United States Department of Agricul 
tuie recently startled the country with 
the statement that "Our billion-dollar 
manure waste is the world's yreatut 
economic leak." The Xew ITork State 
Agricultural society call* upon farmers 
to help save the Empire state's share 
of this enormous loss which the society 
estimates at 123.075,000. This means 
3. loss of about J130 yearly upon the 
average New York state farm, the 
greater part of which could be saved. 


These figures are not mere wild 


guesses 
but 
conservative 
estimates 


based upon known facts and reliable 
statistics. Each horse and mule pro- 
duces annually $27 worth of manure, 
based 
upon 
commercial 
fertilizer 


values; each head of cattle $20 wotth: 
each hog $8 worth and each mature 
ahepp at least $6 worth. ".Recent In- 
vestigations." says Mr. Vrooman, "In- 
dicate that at least one-half of this 
great wealth of fertilizing material Is 
lost." 
Here, then Is a bl*; problem 


In war thrift for every Xew York 
state farmer. Some of this loss Is un- 
avoidable but the greater part of this 
wasted fertilizer can be saved. 


On the dairy farm, the best and 


cheapest way Is to draw th» manure 
directly to the Held and spread It as 
fast as It is made. If plenty of sood 
absorbent bedding: is used, the most 
valuable or liquid portion of tho ma- 
nure can be saved.

manure Is spread upon the land, only 
help* to carry the fertilizing materials 
•wher» they can do the most good — 
provided, of course, that the land Is

In this way. 
Very often, heaps of 


manurs accumulate beside the barns 
from which the most valuable con- 
stituents leach nway. Of such manure, 
Professor Van Slykc of the New York 
Experiment station said: "Taking1 Into 
consideration both the amount and the 
availability of the plant food leached 
from stable manure, it is not an exag- 
geration to say that two-thirds of the 
plant-food value Is leached away from 
much of the stable manure used on 
American farms." 


The best method of storage is in a 


manure pit. A pit three feet deep, 12 
feet long and six feet wide will enable 
the average New Tork farmer to prop.

While no trace has been found of 


the Saxon six. stolen Monday night 
from the building of A. H. Murdock 
on Market street, investigations made 
by the police leave no room to doubt 
that the car wan stolen by Earl Wilde 
of Maple Grove, who the day previous 
left two suit cases in the store *nd 
was seen in the viciuiiy of the store 
about 9. o'clock that evening, nfter 
Leigh W. Murdock had pieced the car 
In the building. It is also confidently 
accepted that Wilde drove the car to 
Maple Grove, where his parents reside 
that night and that eaj-ly 
the next 


morning was accompanied from that 
place by the wife and 14-year old 
daughter of a farmer residing near the 
parental home. 


Wilde has been involved 
in sev- 


eral disgraceful transactions about the 
county and was convicted of burglw- 
izing a store at Schenevus some time 
ago, and has been connected with 
other events not to his credit. About 
two weeks before the car disappeared 
and with it Wilde, he was at the Some 
of a farmer in Maple Grove and the 
husband at the time drove him from 
the house with warnings never to re- 
turn. Shortly before the theft of the 
car and the disappearance of the wife 
and daughter a milk check was con- 
fiscated by the wife. 
Some time be- 


fore the wallet of the farmer myster- 
iously disappeared and the husband 
believes the wife knew where its con- 
tents at least went. 


Wilde was in the city the night of 


the car's theft and was seen in the vi- 
cinity of the Murdock building; within 
a half hour after the car was driven 
into the building by Leigh W. Mur- 
dock. 
He was also familiar with the 


conditions about the interior of the 
store and beyond question wont with 
the car. Residents in the vicinity of 
the farmer's home heard a car mo%ing 
rapidly away during the early morn- 
ing hours of Tuesday. 
Beyond these 


farfts, trace of the car and 
of 
the 


missing trio is lost. 
Wilde is known 


to have secured at least $10 the day 
previous to his departure and it ia 
believed that the woman had some- 
thing like $100 with her.

Truckers and gardener* planning for 
late crops should be aided in determ- 
ining their "best bets" on the first 
frost by referring to thl* historical 
summary of frost occurrences in varU 
ou* sections, just issued by tba United 
States Weather bureau: 


Killins frost has never occurred 


earlier than September 10 south of 
th» extreme southwestern portion of 
South 
Dakota. 
extreme 
southern 


Minnesota, central Wisconsin, and the 
interior northern portion of low*r 
Michigan. 
Jt has 
never occurred 


earlier than October 1 south of the 
extreme north portions of Oklahoma 
and Arkansas, southern Tennessee. 
and the mountain districts of Korth 
Carolina and Virginia.. 


The chances are even that killing 


frost will not occur before September 
15 in most of Korth Dakota, Mon- 
tana, and the extreme northern por- 
tion of Minnesota. 
By the flrst fen- 


days in October killing frost occurs 
on the average one year in two as far 
south as the southern portion of Ne- 
braska, southern and eastern Iowa, 
southern Wisconsin, most of the in- 
terior portion of lower Michigan, and* 
throughout th« gr«at«r part of New 
England. 


This does not mean that killing 


frost will occur in the localities and 
on the dates specified every other 
year, but that in the long run it oc- 
curs, as indicated. In half the years. 


There prevails in some sections a 


popular belief that in the season 
when frost may b« expected its oc- 
currence is largely influenced by the 
phase of the moon, or other periodi- 
cal phenomena. 
Careful tabulation 


of frost data and its comparison with 
moon phases fails to disclose any 
such relation. All persons interested 
are therefore cautioned to watch, not 
the moon, but the forecasts issued 
by the Weather bureau.

No matter what the nature 
of the soil, whether hard rock, quick- 
sand, chalk or marshy land, these vet- 
erans have overcome all the difficulties 
and have succeeded in constructing for- 
midable bombproof shelters all along 
the line of the front fiom the North 
sea to the Swiss frontier until at the 
present moment any lighting unit ar- 
riving at almost any part of the line 
finds a habitable dugout awaiting it. 


A -.orrespoucient has seen and been 


inside dozens of these subterranean 
cities—for such they may be termed— 
at many places aud, even where all 
the natural conditions are difficult, has 
found the shelters commodious, well 
drained and well ventilated. In some 
cases a battalion finds accommodation 
in a single, shelter, and each uian lodg- 
ed in it Is provided with a simple bed, 
consisting of a vrire netting founda- 
tion supported by wooden uprights. 
On this the soldier lays his regulation 
bundle of straw and. covering himself 
with his army blanket and greatcoat, 
can sleep ivith freedom from anxiety 
as to any bombardment in progress 
outside. 
The shelters are provided 


generally with electric light or acety- 
lene lamps, sanitary conveniences and 
In some cases with complete bhower 
baths. 


Modern Surgical Appliances. 


First aid pot,ts and dressing stations 


with all modern surgical appliances 
are also at hand, so that the surgeon 
attached to the unit may atteud imme- 
diately to any wounded men brought 
In from the nearby battlefield. 


So well are the shelters protected 


from the view of the enemy that, al- 
^though In many Instances the under- 
ground lodging covers HU ar«a of 3,000 
square yards, uot once in the course of 
tho past year has one of them been de- 
stroyed by the enemy's flre. They 
have many exits, the plan being to 
provide one for each section or quarter 
company, so that iu case one exit 
should be hit aud blocked the men in- 
side may escape through, another open 
ing. 


At the beginning of the war the sol- 


diers actually In the lighting line made 
their own shelters, which -were Just 
holes dug in the ground and covered 
•with tree trunks aud earth and afiford- 
insr very little protection, besides tak- 
ing up much of the time of the soldiers 
and costing tnucu labor and money for 
transporting the-nocessary timber.
